** With two exceptions all these letters are unpublished, and as 
over ninety of them were written between 1890 and 1895 they 
throw much new light on Conrad’s life before he settled as a 
writer in London. Several are written from shipboard, and 
give some idea of the vicissitudes of a sailor’s life: others 
come from Libreville, Matadi and Kinchassa, and describe the 
writer’s experience of savage or distant countries of which he 
made so much use in his novels. We hear something of his 
hopes and ambitions, of his struggle to make a living, first 
as a sailor, then as an author, much of his wretched health, 
and. something also of his philosophy of life. He speaks of 
reading Anatole France, who left him cold, while Flaubert, 
Daudet and Maupassant aroused his warmest admiration. He 
frequently re-read Mme. Poradowska’s book Yaga and always 
with pleasure, and occasionally discusses literary questions 
with her, particularly with regard to Almayer’s Polly, his first 
published book. We learn, for example, the exact sum paid for 
the copyright, and the exact day and hour at which the book 
was finished.

He was naturally delighted at the success of the book, and 
was especially pleased with a long review by T. P. O’Connor 
in the “Weekly Sun.” It appears from the letters that 
Madame Poradowska was to have translated the book into 
French, but the project does not seem to have been carried 
out. There are also occasional references to the tale known 
as An Outcast of the Islands, which it had been originally 
intended to call The Two Vagabonds. 

In a letter of 1912 he speaks with satisfaction of The Secret 
Agent, in which he considered he had solved an artistic prob- 
lem, though he knew nothing of anarchy or anarchists.

There are few records of Jodo de 
Endem, the printer of this book. It is on record that he 
worked with Joio Quinquenio de Campania and that he was 
alone in 1563 when the Colloquios dos Simples e Drogas was 
entrusted to him. 


THIS VOLUME CONTAINS THE FIRST PRINTED POEM BY 
CAMOENS, PoRTUGAL’S MOST FAMOUS POET. It occupies three 
preliminary pages and is an eulogy of the author of the book 
addressed to the Conde Redondo, the Viceroy of India. 


King Manuel gives many details of the life and work of 
Garcia da Orta, who was born at the end of the 15th Century. 
He lived in the East for more than 30 years, where he carried 
out the studies which enabled him to write his monumental 
work. Sir Clements Markham in his translation of the 
Coloquios into English, says: “'There have been eminent 
Indian botanists since his time... But in the first place must 
always stand ‘ primus inter pares’ the name of the illustrious 
Portuguese physician Garcia da Orta.”

Vaughan purchased from the grantees a part of their land—‘“TI trans- 
ported thither,’ he says, “certayne colonies of men and women at my 
own charge.” In 1618 he sent out a record batch of settlers under the 
command of R. Whitbourne whom he appointed Governor for life of the 
undertaking. In compliment to Wales, Vaughan had given his settlement 
the name of Cambriol, while its place names included Vaughan’s Cove, 
Golden Grove, etc.: the settlement was situated on the south coast 
at the head of ‘T'repassey Bay.

The atlases of Battista Agnese, described by Nordenskiold as 
“ distinguished by a remarkable elegance and a technical per- 
fection that makes them real works of art,” have been discussed 
by the principal writers on cartography for many years past; 
most recently (1931) by Mr. H. R. Wagner in an exhaustive 
monograph and census published by the Bibliographical 
Society of America. Mr. Wagner has located in all sixty-three 
atlases in which Agnese’s work can be recognised; one con- 
taining thirty-one maps, one twenty-nine, two twenty-six, one 
(the present), twenty-five, one twenty-three, and the remainder 
an average of eleven to twelve. Of these sixty-three, however, 
all but ten are in public libraries or institutions; and the 
majority of those in private hands are of the smaller type 
with nine to thirteen maps; only this and one other (with 
twenty-three) have more than thirteen. THE ATLAS NOW
